_ The main ‘feature of this progress 
was an agreement regatding the re- 
paration terms, which have been the 
subject of a sharp controversy dur- 
ing the past ten days. 

As finally adopted, the terms do 
not fix the definite amount ‘of repara- 
tions, but the commission is required 
to fix the amount within four months 
of the signing of the treaty. 

The main changes’ are explana- 
tions rather than modifications, in 
order to mect the contention that the 
financial commission was vexatious, 
inquisitorial on Germany’s rights to 
conduct her own financial affairs. 

The revised terms clear away much 
that was open to the . construction 
of being vexatious. 

Final action on Germany’s request 
for admission to the League of Na- 
tions has not yet been reached, but 
the discussion is declared to be tend- 
ing toward an accord. 

The Silesian question, which has 
given difficulty, also has virtually 
been settled. It is practically certain 
that the revised treaty will not be 
submitted to a plenary conference 
with the smaller powers before the 
reply is sen} to the Germans. | The 
revised treaty and memorandum ac- 
companying the treaty will be sent to 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, head 
of the,German delegation, by messen- 
ger without ceremony.

French Are Passive 


Toward the Movement fora Rhenish 
Republic 

Paris—The attitude of the.French 
government toward the movement for 
a Rhenish republic is a passive one, 
according to a statement by a high 
French authority on the French offi- 
cial position. 

“The attitude of the French govern- 
ment toward this manifestation,” the 
authority said, “is the same as the at- 
titude ‘of the other allied govern- 
ments — that is, one of passiveness. 
Besides the French government can- 
not profit by this manifestation, since 
the promoters of the movement have 
placed the Rhenish republic under the 
German republic. 

“The French forces have been in- 
structed simply to maintain order 
and prevent outbreaks of violence on 
either side,” 


Truce Between Austria and Jugo-Slavs 

Belgrade.—The armistice - between 
the Austrians and the Jugo-Slavs in 
the region of Klagenftrt was forced 
by the entry of Serbian.troops into 
the city to re-establish order, the Aus- 
trians having failed to accept the 
Jugo-Slav conditions for a cessation 
of hostilities in Carinthia, according 
to an official statement from Serbian 
headquarters.

Hon. Crerar Speaks 
On The Budget 


Is Opposed to Fiscal Policy, While 
Hon. Calder Is Satisfied ‘ 


Ottawa.—Members of the commons 
who anticipated a hivening up of the 
budget debate because Hon, T. A. 
Crerar and Hon. J, A. Calder were 
billed to speak were not disappointed. 
Mr. Crerar explained thathe had 
dropped out .of the government be- 
cause he found himself in sharp oppo- 
sition to his colleagues on thd fiscal 
policy, and the only honorable course 
to pursue was to tender his resigna- 
tion, Mr, Calder, on the other hand, 
maintained that until demobilization 
is complete the tariff was not an issue. 

Mr. Crerar objectsd to the budget 
because of its protectionist _ tenden- 
cies, while Mr, Calder maintained that 
h€ would have been satisfied had no 
tariff changes been announced this 
session. He agreed with Sir Thomas 
White’s proposals to have tariff revi- 
sion a little later on, wheras Mr. Cre- 
rar was of the opinion that it should 
take place now as-a means of helping 
production and reducing the-cost of 
living. : 

The ex-minister of agriculture 
suggested various means of raising 
revenue, including a tax on unim- 
proved values of land, which, he said, 
would yield from 70 to 80 million dol- 
lars per annum. 

Mr. Calder emphasized the point 
that the retirement of other Liberal 
Unionists from the cabinet would 
precipitate a political crisis, and as- 
serted that despite the pleadings and 
even threats of many of his friends, 
he proposed to follow his: own coun- 
el. He intimated his belief that when 
the principles underlying the revision 
of the tariff became a matter’ of con- 
the time 
may have arrived for ithe retirement 
of the other ministers of the govern- 
ment. Closing, he expressed the fear 
that a dangerous situation will be 
créated if no effort is made to remove 
the cleavage between east and west.

and boohed the special constables. 
The crowd surged into the street, 
and it was in an effort to clear a path 
for vehicles that the specials came 
into conflict with demonstrators, One 
of the mounted constables, Sergeant 
Frederick G. Coppihg, winner of the 
Victoria Cross in the great war,.was 
the only person seriously injured. He 
was dragged from his horse and se- 
verely pummelled before being res- 
cued, c 
When a squad of special police was 


idispatched to the aid of their sorely 


pressed. comrades, they were. met by 
a fusillade of missiles, and the police 
retaliated by a free use of their ba- 
tons on the heads of demonstrators. 

The appearance of an additional de- 
tail of 200 policemen marching down 
Main street in platoon formation had 
a calniing effect on the crowd and the 
rioting ceased as suddenly at it be- 
gan. +) 

In another clash between a crowd 
led by aliens and four special con: 
stables, Constable T. S. Morrison is 
lying im the hospital with a shot 
wound through his thigh and body 
contusions. One of his comrades was 
struck over the head with a club and 
knocked unconscious, but is not seri- 
ously injured. 

Special Constable Morrison was on 
patrol duty in the vicinity of the 
Canadian Pacific railway station on 
Higgins avenue in company with 
hree other officers. A hostile crowd, 
of what is estimated to have been 
over a hundred persons, of whom the 
majority are alleged to have been 
alien strikers, commenced to gather, 
and for some time continued to 
heckle the constables. Suddenly the 
crowd closed around the policemen. 
Morrison was the last officer to be 
disposed of by the crowd, being 
knocked unconscious by a blow on the 
back of the head. At the instant that 
he fell a big man was seen to have a 
raised club above his head. An auto- 
mobile then reached the scene, and 
the driver, seeing the raised club, drew 
a revolver and fired low at the assail- 
ant. The bullet missed the object and 
passed through the thigh of Constable 
Morrison, whom the driver had inten- 
ded to aid, 

At a special meeting of the police 
commission a resolution was passed 
relieving the chief of police, Donald 
MacPherson. Chris -_H. Newton, 
hitherto deputy chief, is now the act- 
ing chief. 

In a statement issued by the police 
commissioners it is stated that the 
commission “deemed it advisable ~ to 
place the reorganization of the police 
force in charge of Deputy Chief 
Newton.”

Bolsheviki Secret Agents in Every 
City Throughout U.S. and 
Canada ‘ 

Boston, Mass. — There are™over 
173,000 Bolsheviki secret agents work- 
ing in the United States and Canada 
at the present time, according to Gen, 
Dobrjansky, of the National Russian 
army, who is in’ Boston on a mission 
for the Omsk government to interest 
leaders of opinion in the movement to 
fight Bolshevism in America as well 
as in Russia, and to help gain recog- 
nition for the Omsk government by 
the allies. The General was head of 
the technical department of the Rus- 
sian- Ministry of War before the Bol- 
shevik revolution, and was very in- 
strumental in saving the vast military 
stores of the allies collected at Vladi- 
vostock and elsewhere, valued at over 
$850,000,000: He fled from Russia dis- 
guised as a workman, to Siberia via 
Europe and the United States,.when 
the Bolsheviki gained power, and

Ottawa.—Professor Toole, of the 
Guelph Agricultural College, gave the 


mons figures of cost of the production 
of butter, beef and pork, These fig- 
‘ures were the result, he said, of tests 
undertaken, superintended or observ- 
ed by himself. 

For the year ending February 28, 
1918, a careful account was kept of 
the costs of 437 Oxford county farm- 
fers, Five hundred dollars was allow- 
ed to the farmers as wages, and seven 
per cent, for his investment, Other 
expenses were accurately allocated, 
and they found/that the average cost 
of milk was $2.17 per 100 pounds, The 


{average price paid for the milk was 


|$2.10 pet 400 pounds, Today, with 
good management, milk per 100 
pounds would cost from $2.50 to $2.75 
to produce. The cost of labor had 
a wet day in Glasgow that a man, 
efficiency had decreased 10 to 20 per 
cent, 

Col. Mackie suggested that a west- 
ern range owner should be brought 
to Ottawa to explain the extraordin- 
ary increase in the price of stcers. 
Some years ago he had got $40 and 
never more than $45 for 1,400 to 1,500 
pound steers, but during the last three 
years the range owners were getting 
from $100 to $125 for the same class 
of animal.

“The “Dae Big Ui’ 


The general strike which has held 
Winnipeg in its grip since the 15th 
of May, coupled with the attempt 
made to extend it throughout the 
whole of Western Canada, and even 
into Hastern Canada, has directed 
public attention very closely to the 
movement for the formation of One 
Big Union in this country, because 
this Winnipeg strike has been mod- 
elled and managed on the One Big 
Union plan. In reality it is not an 
industrial strike such as have hitherto 
taken place in Canada, but an 8ttempt 
at revolution—not merely an indus- 
trial revolution, but a genuine politi- 
cal revolution, because the industrial 
revolution which is sought to be 
brought about is only possible by first 
achieving a political revolution, and 
the complete overthrow of existing 
forms of responsible constitutional 
government, 

At the Western Canada Labor con- 
ference held in Calgary in March, at 
which the One Big Union was decid- 
ed upon, a resolution was presented 
to take political action and form a po- 
litical labor party. The resolution was 
tabled, one of the One Big Union lea- 
ders declaring that what the workers 
wanted they must take by power, An- 
other delegate during a discussion on 
the franchise said: “I don’t see any 
bearing on the matter, having a vote. 
I have been in the country fifteen 
years and never voted yet. So far as 
taking the franchise off, let it go so 
long as we line up conditions along- 
side the workers and fight. “Ivdon't 
sce why we should worry about the 
vote; it is neither here nor there.” 


It will be seen, therefore, that the 
One Big Union does not propose to 
. act...along—constitutional lines, but 
through the organization of all work- 
ers‘in One Big Union to apply force 
and take control, not only of all in- 
dustry, but of government itself, 

The One Big Union outlined its 
aim in a resolution, declaring: “Be it 
resolved that thesaims of labor as re- 
presented by this convention are the 
abolition of-the present system of pro- 
duction for profit, and the substituting 
therefor production for use.” Further 
resolutions set forth that with thé 
formation of the One Big Union’ the 
prevailing idea should be that “its 
ultimate goal will be the abolition of 
the wage system and that the six-hour 
day is only of transient importance; 
that our goal is the ownership of the 
land, mills, tools and instruments of 
production by the toiling masses 
themselves.” 

In order to make its intention per- 
fectly clear the One Big Union con- 
vention unanimously declared: “Be it 
resolved that this canference places 
itself on record as being in full accord

in Support of the policy of the One 
Big Union a foremost delegate said: 
“T realize you can’t make the well 
pure by whitewashing the handle of 
the pump outside. I further realize 
that capitalism cannot be reformed, 
Mut can be destroyed, and we have 
got the organization to destroy it,” a 
statement which the official labor re- 
port says, was received with loud ap- 
plause. 

Further evidence of the revolution- 
ary character and intention of the 
One Big Union was given in a reso- 
lution, in parfas follows: “Whiereas 
holding the belief in the ultimate. su- 
premacy of the working class in mat- 
ters economic and political, and that 
the light of modern developments has 
proved that the legitimate aspirations 
of the labor movement are repeatedly 
obstructed by the existing political 
leReta: clearly showing the capitalistic 
nature of the parliamentary machin- 
ery, this convention expresses its 
open conviction that the system of in- 
dustrial soviet control by selection of 
representatives from industries is 
more efficient and of greater political 
value than the present system of gov- 
ernment by sclectior from districts; 
this convention declares its full ac- 
ceptance of the principle of ‘proletar- 
ian dictatorship’ as being absolute and 
efficient for the transformation ef 
capitalist private property to com- 
munal wealth,” 

The Western Labor News, of Win- 
nipeg, official organ of the strike com- 
mittee in that city and a recognized 
organ of the One Big Union, in its 
issue of .April 18 last, before the 
strike was called printed a large dia- 
gram ‘showing how all workers, in- 
cluding all hired help engaged in gen- 
eral and stock farming, thresher en- 
gineers, blacksmiths, sheep shearers, 
workers on irrigation ditches, fruit 
pickers, packers and box makers, were 
to be organized in the One Big 
Union, As in the Bolshevik soviet 
government in Russia, every man or 
woman who works for hire is to be 
organized in the one great organiza- 
tion with the plainly expressed inten- 
tion of seizing all privately owned 
land and other property. 

Once the organization of the ‘One 
Big Union is perfected it is their de- 
clared intention to enforce any de- 
mand they see fit to make by using 
the weapon of a general strike to de- 
moralize all industry, tie up railways, 
post offices, telegraphs and telephones 
and all public utilities, and, as stated 
in the’ Western Labor News, stop 
every wheel everywhere turning for 
any purpose whatsoever, 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
rural residents of Canada are just as 
deeply concerned in, and will just as 
directly be affected by, the One Big 
Union as will the residents of the 
cities and towns. It aims at a com- 
plete revolution in this Dominion. Re- 
alizing that all wealth comes from the 
land, it proposes to put an end to all 
private ownership of land. Instead of 
making use of constitutional forms to 
right grievances and effect reforms, it 
openly declares its intention to use 
force. It is the old Hun doctrine that 
Might is Right, 4 

Canadians everywhere, of all 
Classes, must be alert, vigilent and 
firm in their resistance to the intro- 
duction of this frankly avowed form 
of Russian Bolshevism into their Do- 
minion, a system which has brought 
unnameable horrors, sufferings and 
losses upon Russia,

Model Democracy 


Americans Learning About Methods, 
Finding Much Worth 
Copying 

That Americans who think have 
been learning much about Britain and 
British methods that was new to them 
and finding much worth copying, was 
the statement recently made by Dr. 
J. S. Kirtley, who iseat present sup- 
plying the pulpit at the First Baptist 
church, 

Speaking on the strange plenom- 
ena presented by the ideals which 

for so long governed the German 
nation, and which had inspired the 
war, he said that one of the basic 
mistakes was the blind belief in the 
divine right of kings. .The continu- 
ance of such a doctrine had been 
made impossible in Britain when the 
barons met their king at Runnymede 
and forced him to sign the great Mag- 


~——-na~-Charta. 


“There is a great difference between 
your king and other kings,” continued 
Dr, Kirtley. “You know better than 
1 do (and have known it longer than 
I have) that King George would fall 
from his throne within a few days if 
he ever atternpted-to ‘rule’ the people 
as the term is generally understood. 
You call him your ruler it is true, but 
he is in fact the representativ® head 
of all the people, not only in Britain, 
but throughout the whole empire, 

“It is my definite conviction that 
the system which you have goes 
further toward real democracy than 
does even our own system of which 
we Americans think so highly. We 
too have our representative rulers :-— 
but we have many of them. Then 
we have one whom we call our Pre- 
sident, who is really the chief ruler. 
Behind him stands the whole nation. 
He is our representative head and our 
chief executive. But there is just this 
difference, Besides appointing him a 

r representative, we also give him 

1 executive authority. You acknow- 
ledge your king as your representa- 
tive. What is done in his name is 
acknowledged to be in your behalf, 
But you do not give him executive 
authority, You virtually keep that in 
your own hands, exercising that auth- 
ority through other and specially cho- 
sen representatives, That is where in 
my conviction the British system is 
even far more democratic than our 
own, I do not think I am alone in 
this, but it is only through the special 
circumstances of the last three or four 
years that we are realizing these 
things,” -

Silos In Western Canada 


Oats, Peas and Barley Splendid Sub- 
stitutes for Corn 

The use of silos in Western Canada 
will gradually increase with the de- 
velopment of the country. In the 
past the need for them has not been 
greatly felt in this country, for the 
farmer generally has obtained an ab- 
undance of feed for all hts cattle on 
the vacant lands adjoining his own. 
The opportunities for maintaining a 
large number of cattle in this manner 
will decrease with the settlement of 
the country, and forage crops will 
have to be cultivated on a much Iar- 
ger scale than has hitherto been ne- 
cessary. This will bring silos into 
more gencral-use, 

But it will bé a surprise to many to 
know that-there are already nearly 
two hundred silos in actual use in 
the Prairie Provinces of Canada, 
Manitoba has more than a hundred, 
and Alberta and Saskatchewan at 
least sixty between them, All types 
are in use, from the wood stave to the 
concrete silo above ground,’ and _ the 
underground or pit silo. The wood 
stave silo is most commonly used, 

Silo users in Western Canada do 
not need to depend too strongly on 
one crop for ensilage, Corn is largely 
grown for this purpose in Manitoba,
